The new program designated as 
tin1 Works Progress Administra­ 
tion was designed 
in 
the 
first 
place to take people 
off 
relief 
rolls and put them on 
payrolls. 
The rules laid down to adminis­ 
trators is that 90 per cent of those 
employed must come from relief 
rolls. Some folks seem to get the 
idea that the program is a job 
making program for the faithful. 
We have always 
been 
against 
spending a lot of money for help 
in cases where folks are getting 
along alright without relief jobs. 
There is plenty of help 
of 
all 
kinds obtainable from families on 
relief or border cases. If one in 
a family has a job which provides 
a living they should be thankful 
in this emergency. If the thing is 
turned into a job making agency 
for folks who can get along with­ 
out it and others who cannot get 
along are refused, then the pro­ 
gram will fizzle out and give the 
enemy room for criticism. Relief 
and 
politics are 
two 
different 
things. We have always maintain­ 
ed that the administration of the 
relief and all other governmental 
agencies should be in the hands of 
the party in control so that re­ 
sponsibility 
may 
be 
rightfully 
placed. It happens now that the 
democrats are in 
power. 
They 
should administer the whole pio- 
gram and assume full responsibi­ 
lity. However, that does not mean 
that subordinate places and re 
lief benefits should accrue wholly 
to democrats. Republicans have to 
live also, tho they have no right 
to expect high places. Neither will 
democrats have 
claim to sucn 
with the Republicans in power. 
Getting down to brass 
tacks, 
here’s what we mean. If the head 
of a family has a job, republican 
or democrat, there is no reason- 
abe excuse for a job under the 
relief program.

shown, both in Missouri and else­ 
where, that kind-hearted people, 
as well as exploiters of children, 
have been and still are guilty of 
both types of mistake. This is due 
often to trying to stretch funds to 
cover too many 
children—moie 
than can be properly cared for, 
and also, too often, to ignorance 
of what experience has taught re­ 
garding the treatment and train­ 
ing necessary in order that home­ 
less children may develop 
into 
healthy, 
happy, 
self-supporting 
citizens. 
(A) The law (Chapter 125, Ar­ 
ticle 7, 1929 
Revised

which requires licenses for child- 
caring institutions or individuals 
doing similar work 
is

Missouri cotton growers 
have 
shared in three-fold extent 
the 
benefits from the 
AAA 
cotton 
program, 
including 
adjustm ent 
payments on their rented acres, 
parity paym ents on their produc­ 
tion quotas, and additional 
in­ 
come from the sale of their su r­ 
plus 
tax-exem ption 
certificates, 
says C. E. Rhode, in charge of the 
Bankhead adm inistration for Mis­ 
souri and Illinois. 
The amount of cash income and 
direct savings realized by 
Mis­ 
souri cotton growers 
from 
the 
surrender of cotton certificates has 
been nearly $21,000 including first 
payments amounting to $15.482.30 
and final payments of $5,379.87. 
Certificates for 244,659 pounds of 


surplus cotton rem aining unsold 
are being returned 
to 
Missouri 
growers for use in 1935 for sale 
in a special pool.

If a county or road district gets 
in on the ground floor and com­ 
plies with the required terms, it 
is practically certain to meet with 
success.

The m easure was a tax and not a 
revenue act, he said 
At the time the AAA w as pass­ 
ed, "no more serious problem ex­ 
isted than the predicam ent of the 
farm er.” The act “rem ained un­ 
challenged so far as its constitu­ 
tionality was concerned far many 
m onths until im provem ent in the 
agricultural situation was noted.”
